the lines of patholf«rical study. He 
commented upon the f'ne construc- 
tion of the new building, dealt brief- 
ly with the historj' of its oriirin and 
expressed a Ki-fH; ;ipr'i'':;itiori of the 
assistance whicii is lioinr Kn<'ti in'-d- 
Ical schools in all parts of t)i« world 
by the Rockfeller Foundation. He 
drow attention to the fact that there 
i was hardly any oountiT a'Jl around 
the world where medical education 
had not been suslantially prornnt.Pfi 
by the Foundation, and dcUuc-.d that 
in his opinion it had given one of the 
most remarkable examples of Inter- 
national co-operation which the 
world lias t<vor seen, and which the 
[World HO 'nuch nees in those days. 
|;thjnk we arc all pretty well 
' agreed "he said, that if we wanted '.o 
Bum up the way to live » good 
JIfc, It could all be summed up in 
,thc words 'Bear ye one anotihcr'n bur- 
dens.' I think ihf Rockotollf-r Koun- 
fia/tions makes as Kood a shot at d'j- 
Ing It as .-uiyone J know." 

PATHOI^OGY'S AJ5VAN(;BS 
Dealing with the subject of pa.lh- 
.■ olojSry Itself, Dr. Boycott dcriiicd the 
study briefly, and outlined Its de- 
.velopmont up to the present day. 



He ri.iled that in this day, the pure- 
ly niedi&vl aspects of p.Ttholog^' are 
on the way to beinp f.iirly well satis- 
fied, .\nd that further progress is 
wniiicd along rather difforeui lines. 
Ho stressed the need of prcalcr froo- 
dom for the pursuit of the ends of 
the study of pathology. Pathology 
he described as a science, capable of 
standing on ots own feet, and de- 
clared that if medicine and surgery 
were abolished. patliolog>- would go 
On of itself. "It no longer rests on 
these other studies." he said. "It 
has grown up. and now demands an 
indetpendant kind if existence. If 
much more progress is to he made in 
the future, this fact will have to he 
realized." 

Progress in patholopî* has been 
comparajtlvely slow, he said, due to 
the fact tihat pathologj- as a whole 
amd bacterioiog:.' as one of the parrs, 
had been pursued »<! a technological 
study. He pointed out that while the 
study of bacteriology, and the -o- 
aults of sucj) study had already had 
an amazing effect. w>en upon the or 
dinarj- life of the community. still 
from the scientific point of vieiv it 
is now a steriJe subject. Up to tt) 
present time the whole cc-n cent rat Ion 
on tihe subject of pa.thology has be'îD 
with the humaTi body, and Dr. Boy 
oo.tt indicated that to -go on to the 
discover:!- of the fundament*/, prlnel 
plee of pa t"n-oloE->' it wmild be neces 
sary to broaden the scope of invostl- 
gn^ion and study. He exprejjsed t;he 
opinion that there was no more fruit 
ful fle'ld in the pursuit of patiholow 
than the study of some other kind of 
animal tJian mar,, a.nd indicated Vnnji 
future study a'ong this :iri<» should ?1 
.KQ include th'- s'.udy of plants.

Statistics and statements that are very instructive and that 
|;';^would repay carefuijstudy^and thought arc contained in the annual 
report of the Principali jsaVt of which we publish elsewhere in this 
issue, and the whole of which will appear in the course of a few 
days . 

We have grown accustomed to accept without question the 
seemingly irreparable fact that part only of the students who enter 
clolege are successful in obtaining their degrees . The actual num- 
ber of those who fail during their course is really much larger than 
the average man on the campus, who has given any attention to 

. ihe matter, considered it to be. Only about fifty per cent, of 

: those who matriculate, leceive degrees. 

• The reasons attributed to this unsatisfactory state of affairs 
by the Principal are two . First, unsatisfactory preparation in the 
high schools, and second, the fact that there is a large number of 
students who will do no work at all. While it is true that instruc- 
^ r tion in some schools is far from unsatisfactory, it seems very much 
.t>f*a^B~ïhôûgH the second reason were the more potent factor in de- 
termining a student's failure. 

Statistics have been carefully compiled which show that the 
athletically inclined student is almost invariobly a success in class, 
and that he who engages in other extra-curricular activities also does 
very well at his examinations. It a^t once becomes evident that the 
man who is sufficiently interested in his university to take part in 
j one -or other of its numerous acti%'ities still has time to pass his ex- 
' laminations- — and pass them with credit. 

. T-he man who fails is the sliiggard, the out-and-out lazy man, 
who refuses to do anything for his univerity or for hinisèlf/ Such 
S^^jfia ;inan is' a burden to his parents and a disgrace to the college he 
attends.. But what is perhaps much worse, he i8-43reparing. .him- 
elf, by his slovenly habits and his disinterestedness in his studies, 
'^t a life of ignorance, hardship and misery, when he is being given 
the best of opportunities to learn to practice and en>oy the dur* 
: 'c,able satisfaction of life.i 

j^lfSltfeVlt requires only of students who are in this unfortunate class 
1/ that they pull themselves togethe rand make of themselves v^hat 
ihey were meant to be — intelligent human beings. It will be hard at 
first to change from the old order of slovenliness to the new one of 
intelligently directed effort, but he who has the will to carry the 
g|^^:l>lan through will soon feel that he has made the greatest move 
^ïor the better in his life. He will feel better himself and so will 
those around him.
